DIRECTIONS  FOR  POT  CULTURE. 

To  successfully  grow  hyacinths,  tulips,  and  narcissi  in  pots  for  the  house,  it  is  essential 
that  they  be  given  a long  period  of  out-door  treatment  before  being  brought  into  the  cellar. 
Plant  the  bulbs  in  suitable-sized  pots  or  pans,  using  any  good  garden  soil.  It  is  not 
essential  to  cover  the  tops  of  the  bulbs,  but  it  is  important  to  put  as  much  soil  as  possible 
beneath  facilitate  them  to  an  abundant  root  growth.  Water  them  thoroughly  at  this  time. 
Infact  from  now  on  never  allow  the  bulbs  to  become  dry.  Then  bury  the  pets  in  the  ground 
under  six  inches  or  so  of  soil  and  leave  them  out  of  doors 
until  the  middle  of  December  or  later,  if  there  is  no  danger 
of  the  frost  reaching  the  pots.  At  the  end  of  this  period 
bring  all  the  bulbs  into  a cool  cellar  where  they  should 
remain  until  the  middle  of  January,  when  they  will  be  in 
proper  condition  to  be  transferred  to  the  living  room  and 
allowed  to  flower.
